i Landscaping and Flower Arrangement 


Demonstration Held at REA Office 


A very instructive and entertaining 
demonstration of landscaping and flow- 
er arrangement was held at the office 
of Coast Electric Power Association on 
Wednesday and Thursday of this week. 
Mr. Henry J. Smith, assistant horticul- 
turalist of the Extension Service from

COUNTIES REPORTED 


Twenty-seven new cases of polio from 
sixteen counties were reported by the 
State Board of Health for the first 
ten days of November, bringing the 
year’s total to 354. “The continued 
high incidence of polio for this season 
of the year is unprecedented in Mis- 
sissippi,” said Dr. Felix J. Underwood, 
Executive Officer, State Board of 
Health. “We cannot predict when it 
will slow down. The year’s total cases 
may reach 400. This has been our most 
severe outbreak of polio in history,” 
Dr. Underwood continued. ‘“Seventy- 
two counties have been hit by the 
disease.”
